Admiral Kempff Throws Light on 
“ China Situation. 

Washington, July 26.—The navy depart- 
Ment has just made public the following 
feport from Admiral Kempff, dated 
June 20th:

LEGATION MESSENGER CAUGHT. 


Communication Opened with the Pe- 
kin Prisoners, 

Tokio, Tuesday, July 24.—A message re- 
celved here from Shanghai yesterday 
makes the following assertions: 

“Yuan Shi Kal, governor of Shan Tung, 
has received a letter from Pékin, dated 
July 18th, declaring that a legation courier 
was captured by the Chinese -fuards on 
July 13th and that thereupon General 
Yung Lu petitioned the throne to employ 
the courier as a messenger to communi- 
cate with the ministers, 

“This was carried out and a reply was 
received that the ministers were well and 
were unanimous in favoring the restora- 
tion of peace. 

“An official of the tsung li yamen 
visited the legation and interviewed 
a minister, and it was subsequently de- 
cided to petition the emperor to supply the 
legation with food and to send them to 
Tien Tsin. 

“Yung Lu is said to have great dif- 
ficulty in interviewing betgveen the foreign 
soldiers on the south gioka bridge and the 
Tongo troops on the north side. Fighting 
has now ceased, however.”’ 


SOO CHOW DISTRICT ALARMED. 


Missionary Writes of Uprising in 
South China. 

Columbus, Ga., July 26.—A Columbus 
lady today received from-her sister, Miss 
Virginia Atkinson, a missionary of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, 
China, the following interesting letter, 
showing that the uprising has spread to 
southern China, and giving a vivid story 
of her experience: 

“Shanghai, June 29, 1900.—You see I am 
in Shanghai, have had to run from a riot 
again. Of course the newspapers have 
alarmed you, ‘and indeed, there is plenty 
cause for alarm. , 

‘This strain is awful. Before leaving 
Soo Chow for days we did not allow our- 
selves to go fast asleep, and one night we 
spent. a good deal of time walking the 
streets. lf they would cut people’s heads 
off or shoot them down decently it would 
not be so. bad, bat to be sliced and pitch- 
forked and quartered alive is another 
thing. 

“It is awful now, but when it is ove” 
China will be new, wiil be awake, and just 
think of the joy of working then.”’

Washington, July 26.—Special Commis- 
sioner Rockhill will leave Washinvion 
Saturday with Mrs. Rockhill for San 
Francisco, stopping a day or two at Chi- 
cago en route.

Mr. Rockhill appeared today to believe 
that his tusk has been made much more 
difficult by the deyelopments of the last 
day or two, particularly those indicating 
the gradual drifting of China into a regu- 
lariy establisked state of war with the 
powers. 

He is chary about accepting without full 
confirmation any advices as to the situa- 
tion at Pekin that pass through the hands 
of the notortous viceroy of Shang Tung, 
Yuan Shih Kai. who is well known to him.

Washington, July 2.—(Special.)—No 
news whatever having an important bear- 
ing on the Chinese complications was re- 
ceived here today frum either official or 
private sources.

When he left the diplomatic room today 
he asked a reporter for news, and showed 
keen interest in the cable dispatches 
about the Chinese situation which the re- 
porter read to him. He declined, how- 
ever, to comment on any of the informa- 
tion contained in the dispatches, but 
laughed incredulously at the statement 
that Li Hung Chang had told the Russian 
and Italian consuls at Shanghai, after re- 
ferring to the foreign ministers, that 
“the other Europeans were of no impor- 
tance.’”’ 

Acting Secretary Hill was very reticent 
when asked about the statement thai 
Corsul Ger.eral Goodnow had visited Li 
Hung Chang under instructions. He did 
not commit himself in that connection. 

Thomas W. Cridler, third assistant 
secretary of state, who has charge of the 
distribution of the cipher code books of 
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the state department, told a feporter 
today that there was no ground fer the 
assertion that a missing copy of the eode 
Was supposed to have fallen into the 
hands of the Chinese government. 

“I won't say whether we have ever lost 
any copies of the code,”’ he said, “but I 
will say that there is not the slightest 
thing to warrant us to suspect that China 
got a copy. No copy of the cede was 
ever lost in China.”’ 

As to the intimation that the dispatch 
signed with the name of Mr. Conger was 
written in an old cipher of the state de- 
partment, that is untrue. It came in the 
cipher which the American legation at 
Pekin was instructed to use. 

The dispatch received from Admiral 
Remey this morning was gladly welcome 
at the navy department, as it cleared the 
American marines of taking algy part in 
the burning of houses and looting at Tien 
Tsin committed after the capture of that 
place by the allied forces. 


KWANG HSU’S PLEA FOR MEDIATION 
SENT TO EVERY ABLE-BODIED NATION 


London, July 27, 4:30 a. m.—All_ the 
powers appear to have received an iden- 
tical Chinese appeal for mediation, but 
in the absence of definite news regarding 
the fate of the ministers and of any re- 
liable indications of the real origin of 
the appeal, it seems that Lord Salisbury, 
the premier, considered it was not even 
necessary to publish. the fact that the 
appeal had been received or to do any- 
thing beyond formally acknowledging it, 
with perhaps an intimation that nothing 
could be done until news from Pekin has 
arrived. 

If it covld be ascertained beyond doubt 
that the reports of a massacre ‘At Pekin 
were unfounded, and there is a disposi- 
tion here to believe that the ministers 
may, after all, be held as hostages, Lord 
Salisbury’s policy would probably in- 
cHne more toward the concillation at- 
tributed to Washington than to the re- 
venge attributed to Berlin. But while 
there is no cessation of the deluge of 


rumors, it is beginning to be believed at 
Shanghai, Canton and other points that 
the viceroys are as completely in the 
dark as to affairs in Pekin as the Euro- 
peans themselves. 

Meanwhile the doings of Li Hung 
Chang are regarded with ever-increasing 


suspicion, while the situation in the 


southern provinces daily grows worse. 


With the report that the allies will be- 
gin to advance upon Pekin in a fort- 
night and in view of Admiral Seymour's 
visit of inspection to the Yang Tse 
Kiang, the feeling is that no great time 
will elapse before matters assume a 
definite shape. 

The viceroy of Nan King still professes 
to be able, with the aid of the other 
Yang Tse viceroys, to keep order, but he 
declared that If Europe sends warships, 
this will assuredly lead to an anti-for- 
eign outoreak. If it be true that the Jap- 
anese have started a campaign from Shan 
Hai Kwan, that also will precipitate

It is reported from Tien Tsin that the 
Chinese forces are concentrating at the 
village of Getsang, ten miles north of 
Tien Tsin, where it Is stated large quan-

The Russian and Japanese cavalry are 
keeping in close touch with the enemy. 
The river is still low, and water trans- 
port would be difficult. 

With reference to the eontrol of the 
railway it is understood that Mr. Kinder, 
the British engineer, has arranged with 
the Chinese general for the protection of 
the line beyond the Tei Tang. Therefore, 
Russian control could only apply to the 
Tien Tsin-Taku and Pei Tang  sections- 
If this arrangement is disturbed, it is un- 
derstood that the destruction of the ‘line 
is inevitable, 


There is an unconfirmed Chinese report 


that sixty Protestant and Catholic mis- 
sionaries have been massacred in K1 
Yuan Fu and the vicinity. 


GERMAN PRESS ANNOUNCES THAT 
_ AMERICA HAS FORSAKEN POWERS 


Berlin, July 26—The German forelgn 
office, which has received no additional 
news from China today,. points vut that 
the conditions for mediation demanded 
by President McKinley, published in Ber- 
lin this morning, place the United States 
in substantially the same position as Ger- 
many and France. 

Nevertheless, the German press con- 
tinues to assert that the Washington gcv- 
ernment is trying to part company wit!t 
the powers. The: Freissinnige Zeitung 
remarks: 

“All the powers, witn one exception, reée- 
fuse to be deceived ienger by Chinese 
double dealing.

They saw a crowd 
of darkies approaching and - started’ to 
chase them. Louis Lapuyard got in their 
way and received a bullet in the leg. 

Later in the forenoon @ nervy negro 
emptied his pistol into a down-town house 
and wounded a child. At 11 o’clock a mob 
marched through Lafayette square, 
which is opposite the city hall, and dis- 
covering some negroes in the park, 
jumped on and beat them until the Sene- 
gambians made their escape. An hour 
afterwards a white man saw a negro 
natned Ross at the corner of Lafayette 


and Dryades streets and fired his run at 


him. Those on the street fled in every dil- 
rection, and the negro made his escape. 
Shortly atter 1 o’clock Josephene Wild, a 
child, while seated in front of her home, 
caught a bullet in the knee that was evi- 
dently intended for some one else.

Georgetown, Ky., July 26.—There were 
jeveral features in the evidence in the 
Powers trial today. : 

Constable Davis Harrod, of Frankfort, 
who entered the. executive building a 
minute of two after the shooting of Goe- 
bel, testified that when the shooting oc- 
curred he ran to the executive building 
and entered the west door. The door. of 
the anteroom to the executive offices was 
closed. 

Witness pushed it open with difficulty 
and encountered several men, who thrust 
pistols in his face. He told them he was 
an officer, but they kept their pistols 
aimed at him and made no reply. 

Harrod said that just as he entered the 
main door he saw a man whose descrip- 
tion tallied with that of Youtsey close 
the door of the office of the secretary 
of state behind him and run down the 
basement steps.

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PORTO RICANS RAISE SPANISH 


FLAGS AND CRY **VIVE ESPANOLA”’ 


San Juan, Porto Rico, July 26.—From end | 
to end the streets of San Juan were 2 
labyrinth of glittering Spanish flags in 
honor of 8t. Jagers, the ratron saint of 
Spain. Barners and bunting suspended 
from house to house covered the thorough- 
fares and everywhere the baioconles were 
richly decorated. There was no attempt 
whatever to display the American colors. 
The celebration of the Fourth of July 
was totally eclipsed. Then the citizens 
were unable to raise a dollar for the pur- 
pose of demonstrations. Now there was 
no difficulty in carrying through a pro- 
gramme which must have cost $5,006. Six 
native houses disvlayed the stars and 
strives. On the other hand, it is esti- 
mated that no fewer than 2,500 Spanish 
flags were flung to the breeze. 

The real feeling of the people was ex- 
pressed by bands of hoodlums who. parad- 
ed the streets in the less respectable 


quarters, carrying Spanish flags and 
shouting ‘Vive Espanola.” 
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The fact that the day was the second 
anniversary of the Janding of the United 
States troops under General Miles seemed 
to be forgotten here, Although at Ponce, 
Mayaguez and other points there were 
slight observances of the anniversary, the 
main point with the local celebration had 
been carefully arranged to eclipse that 
of the Fourth of July, which was scarcely 
observed at all in Porto Rico. 

A prominent Porto Rican, discussing the 
celebration from his point of view, said: 

“Our pecple should not be blamed by 
the Americans for expressing their fcel 
ings in this way. The United States con- 
stitution has not been extended 1 the 
islands. The privileges of citizenship have 
been denied themmn Undcr such circum- 
stances Porto ™-Ricans cagnhot appreciate 
American institutions and naturally would 
not observe American holidays, The cele- 
bration, however, was purely Spanish, 
and many native Porto Ricans did not 
participate.”’

TUNNEL 200 FEET LONE

BOUGHT PROPERTY OPPOSITE JAIL 


Real Estate Swindler, Was the 
Object of the Futile Attempt. 
Underground Passage 
Discovered. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 26.—One of the 
boldest and most systematic plans for 
the release of one or more prisoners 
from Riverside penitentiary was thwart. 
ed today by accident. The first theory 
advanced when the matter was discover. 
ed seemed to point to the release of Al- 


serving a twenty-two-year sentence for 
the shooting of H. C. Frick, during the 
big Homestead strike in 1892, but the con- 
clusion reached tonight is that the object 
of the rescuers was to secure the free- 
dom of the notorious real estate swin- 
dier, J. C. Boyd, who is serving a seven 
‘year sentence in the penitentiary for his 
misdeeds. 

This opinion is shared by the Pittsburg 
police officials also, and many reasons 
are brought forward to-confirm the theo- 
ry, Among these are the facts that Boya 
is wanted in nearly every state in the 
union on charges of real estate swindles, 
has confederates all over the country 
and is accounted one of the wealthiest 
prisoners in Riverside, 

It is argued that Berkman’s friends 
could mot afford the expensive outfit 
which was used in this instance ana 
their resources could not possibly equai 
those of Boyd’s confederates. 

Rescuers Dug 200 Feet. 

The plan by which the rescuers hoped 
to reach the inside of the penitentiary 
wall was tunneling from the cellar 
of a house on Sterling street, nearly op- 
posite one of the gates. Their work is 
remarkable, considering the obstacles to 
be overcome. 

Investigation today showed that it was 
over two hundred feet long, but because 
of the zigzag character had not reached 
the prison walls. One of the officers who 
crawled a distance of 201 feet in the dark

It is estimated that the electric plant and 
Other apperatus used cost at least $2,000. 

Confederate Purchased House. 

On March 15th jast, Thomas Brown, who 
represented himself as a Chicago solicitor, 
purchased from John C. Langfitte, who is 
an engineer in the penitentiary, the house 
at No. 28 Sterling street, for $4,000, paying 
$250 down and agréeing to pay the balance 
in installments. Soon afterwards Brown 
came, & woman, whom he said was his 
wife, and his brother-in-law moved into 
the house and operations were probably 
begun at once. The Misses Letitia and 
Jennie McCarthy, who lived just oppe- 
Site. had their suspicions aroused because 
of the small quantity of furniture going 
into the home of the family and by the fact 
that the principal article thken in was a 
Piano. During the occupancy of the house 
the shades were always down, but the 
Plano was rarely silent, 

Mrs. Brown played and sang almost 
constantly. During the intervals, when 
there was no music, the Misses McCar- 
thy heard a grinding, whirring noise, 
which gave them the impression that the 
Browns were always grinding coffee. 
Their suspicions of crookedness was con- 
firmed when they saw a load of galvan- 
ized pipe and a load of lumber taken into 
the house, They called attention of the 
Police to the place, but no charge could 
be made against the occupants. 

The Browns left the house on the night 
of July 5th, leaving word for Mr. Lang- 
fitte that they were going to New York, 
but would return on July Ath to pay the 
first installment on the house. Their fail- 
ure to return led to an investigation by 
Mr, Langfitte with the result given above. 
The theory is that the Browns were 
frightened away because ali of the appa- 
ratus was found in the house with the 
exception of the digging tools, which Di- 
rector Muth thinks are in the tunnel 
with the body of the digger. ;

Washington, July 26.—The secretary of 
the treasury has sent the following letter 
of instructions to all collectors of customs 
on the Pacific, prohibiting the exporta-

“At the request of the honorable secre- 
tary of state, you are instructed to use 
the utmost diligence to prevent the send- 
ing of arms from your port which may be 
used by the insurgent forces in China t9 
the harm of American citizens in that 
country.

In 
such a conflict this nation can have no 
part nor can ft be made a party ta it 
even by indirection. Thus the whole 
civilized powers of the world are involved 
in a confilct which none pretend to un- 
derstand and the outcome of which even 
the most sagacious do not profess to 
Conditions may change in a day 
or the present painful uncertainty as to 
the attitude of the Chinese government 
may linger for months, and before the 
great political battle of 1900 shall be 
fought in November the present Chinese 
question will be certain to furnish the 
vital and controlling issue that will be 
bigger than William McKinley or William 
Jennings Bryan. It will be bigger than 
the republican or the democratic party, 
and parties and individuals will be dwarf- 
ed into comparative insignificance when 
the people of this country shall declare 
its policy at the November election. 

Grave as have been many of our presi- 
dential contests,. the one upon which we 
are about to enter will certainly equal 
any of them in solemnity and likely to 
surpass all political questions presented 
for solution excepting only the issue of 
the dismemberment of the republic by 
civil war. 

“The dismemberment of the repub- 
lic” contains within its possibility such 
force that the concern about it will 
grow until the people are thoroughly 
aroused. They see the administration 
fully committed to militarism, the civil 
authority thoroughly ignored, and the 
opinion of the One Man in Washington 
extolled into an oracle. In the mean- 
time what has become of the individual 
whose happiness and liberty are being 
made subordinate to the necessities 
and the caprices of the central power? 

The campaign will be warm enough 
when it opens, and then it will be dis- 
covered that there are other people 
than office holders and place hunters 
who are willing to sacrifice anything 
in order that they may remain in 
clover.

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He’s All Right. 

The English papers are not pleased 
with Mr. McKinley’s reply to China’s 
note inviting this country to mediate 
with the great powers. The president’s 
remarks are not altogether what was 
expected from an administration which 
has watched with undisguised approval 
the destruction of the South African re- 
public, and which is itself entering up- 
on a policy of imperialism. ° 
But the comments of the British 
press are certainly ill-timed. The Eng- 
lish editors. who understand so many 
things, should certainly understand the 
position in which a national campaign 
places Mr. McKinley. He cannot afford 
to allow his British tendencies to 
come too prominently to the surface. 
He is in a ticklish position; he is a 
candidate for re-election and circum- 
stances are such as to compel him to 
be more than unusually diplomatic. 
We trust. however, the able editors 
will not suffer from over-anxiety. He 
may be trusted to stand by the terms 
of the secret understanding which Sir 
John Hay is said to have negotiated 
with Lord Salisbury. Mr, McKinley 
will pan out all right for the British if 
he is re-elected.

The Human Interest Story. 
When the public has become surfeit- 
ed with news of blood and political in- 
trigue, it seeks relaxation in what is 
known among newspaper men as the 
human interest story. 

The discovery of a den of rattle- 
snakes; the reunion of long-lost lov- 
ers; how Moses put out the light, and 
almost anything else which tells of the 
life of the people, furnish topics of un- 
told interest to the man who is seeking 
a rest. and who does not care what Li 
Hung Chang or even Teddy Roosevelt 
does. 

The New York Press keeps the hu- 
man interest story to the front, and 
the result is that the reader can always 
find something to his liking in it. A 
man can stand a day or two of sensa- 
tionalism or of indignation, but down 
in hig heart he would rather be enter- 
tained. The old woman who feeds the 
mice or the young man who marries a 
girl old enough to be his mentor, do 
not strain the imagination. 

We want a little more of the queer 
things of life, and considerably less of 
the grewsome and realistic. 


Bryan and Hoar, 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat is so 
hard driven to find a point against Mr. 
Bryan that it is compelled to rely on 
Senator Hoar, whose political princi- 
ples are in such a tottering and shady 
condition that they had to be left on 
the roadside when he joined the Mc- 
Kinley procession, The Globe-Democrat 
says that the senator makes “an ex- 
ceedingly serious charge against Bry- 
an,” and then quotes this remark from 
one of Hoar’s speeches or letters: “I 
knew from the opponents of the treaty 
with whom Bryan labored, and who 1a- 
bored with him, just what he said and 
did at that time. He first put his sup- 
port of the treaty squarely upon the 
ground that it was better to keep the 
issue for the presidential campaign,” 

Now it is only fair to all concerned to 
say that even at his best—even if he 
had not discarded his own convictions 
for the purpose of promoting a policy 
which he has publicly and repeatedly 
declared to be a crime against liberty 
and a vicious attack on our institutions 
—Senator Hoaggwould be a very poor 
witness against William J. Bryan. As a 
matter of fact the senator has demon- 
strated to the great disgust of hundreds 
of his New England friends that parti- 
sanship ig the very breath of his politi- 
cal life, being more important than his 
convictions, and he is not a capable 
witness when he comes to give evi- 
dence against a political opponent. 

Fortunately Senator Hoar made a 
public demonstration of his weakness 
when the moment arrived for him to 
choose between his cherished convic- 
tions and his relish for partisanship. 
He did not vote for the ratification of 
the treaty of Paris, but what is he qo- 
ing now? He is supporting the party 
that negotiated the treaty, and he is 
beslobbering with fulsome praise a 
president who, having declared what 
our plain duty was in regard to the 
Porto Rican tariff, did what he could to 
compel republican congressmen to 
change their minds and vote precisely 
contrary to the policy which he had de- 
clared to be our plain duty. 

Under all the circumstances, it will 
be impossible for any reasonable man 
to accept Mr. Hoar as a competent wit- 
ness against a political opponent. More- 
over, the facts are all against the “se- 
rious charge” which the senator, in or- 
der to excuse hig own disordered and 
disheveled record, has made.

with respect to the treaty, all but two 
of the votes against the treaty were 
democratic votes, as The Springfield 
Republican points out and all but two 
or three of the democratic senators 
who voted for ratification were avowed 
expansionists. In short, Mr. Bryan’s at- 
titude and efforts had no perceptible 
influence on democratic senators who 
had made up their minds. 

There are other facts which show 
that Mr. Bryan had no purpose or de- 
sire to make the Philippine question a 
party issue. He was heartily in favor of 
the Bacon resolutions, which were in 
the nature of a solemn declaration to 
the effect that the United States had 
acquired the Philippines for the pur- 
pose of securing and guaranteeing their 
independence to them. Now, the adop- 
tion of these resolutions would have 
put an end to the Philippine question 
as a party issue, and nobody knows 
this better than Mr, Hoar. Neverthe- 
less Mr. Bryan was enthusiastically in 
favor of them; and so were the demo- 
cratic senators. Indeed, the vote in the 
senate, in spite of the efforts of the 
syndicated administration, was a tie, 
and the vote of the republican vice 
president was necessary to defeat them. 

Had they passed congress the Philip- 
pine question would have cut no more 
tigure as a political issué than the 
Cuban question, which plays no part in 
politics. It stands to reason that Mr. 
Bryan would not have been so earnest- 
ly in favor of the Bacon resolutions if 
he had been disposéd to keep imperial- 
ism before the country as a political 
issue.

How a Mistake Was Avoided. 

The presence of General Hastings at 
the home of President McKinley, in 
Canton, recalls a story which may be 
commended to many young men at 
present, 

It seems that both President Hayes 
and General Hastings were command- 
ers of McKinley’s regiment during the 
civil war. It ig an interesting story 
that when President McKinley came 
out of the struggle a brevet major he 
was anxious to continue in the regular 
army. He had been offered a second 
lieutenancy, and thought his career lay 
in the military rather than the civil 
walks of life. He mentioned it to his 
father, who said: “No; don’t think of 
it. The army is no place for a young 
man in time of peace. You quit the 
army and study for a profession.” Mc- 
Kinley, Jr., took the advice of his fa- 
ther, and is today commander-in-chief 
of army and navy. Had he remained in 
the army he would today have Been an 
obscure colonel. 

The story ig just as good now as it 
was in 1865. Service in‘the military or 
naval arm of. the government in emer- 
gency is an act of patriotism, but in 
a country with such opportunities as 
ours affords, the true place for a high- 
spirited young man is in civil life. Tin-

Two of Georgia’s regiments have offered 
to President McKinley their services to 
fight in China. As far 4s known, they 
are the first volunteer commands to do 
this: and, while there is little possibility 
that their tender can be accepted, yet it 
can be taken as evidence of southern sup- 
port of this government in whatever 
course it may take for the protection of 
American interests in China. Thig senti- 
ment has been frequently made manifest 
during the present administration, and Is 
extremely gratifying to the president and 
to his advisers. In it all party lines have 
disappeared, and there has been no 
thought of section. These southerners 
have put their Americanism above every- 
thing else, and have proven their loyalty 
to the flag and to the government in such 
a way that it cannot be called in question, 
The Atlanta Constitution voices the senti- 
ments of the people of Georgia on the 
subject of prompt and effective action in 
every emergency. 

The south has never considered pa- 
triotism as a commercial] commodity, 
but places it as the first and most 
pressing duty of citizenship.

Company, but either I or he knows nothing 
about that company, and 1 think I know some- 
thing about it. I knew about 
before the Standard Ol} Company knew about 
it. I knew about it long before it was thought 
of using it for lighting purposes. It was gath- 
ered by the Indians on the Thames river away 
up in Canada. It floated on the water in the 
river, coming out of the bank, and the Indians 
spread their blankets on the water and then 
wrung the of] out of them, and the farmers 
got the oil from the Indians for using as med- 
icine for horses and other farm stock. 

The ofl was discovered in Pennsylvania and 
refined for lighting purposes, and this of] in 
Canada (which was called black ofl at that 
time) was investigated ana found to be all 
right. Wells were bored and oil struck, and 
some ‘wonderful flowing wells were found. At 
that time ofl was not shipped to all parts of 
the world as it is now, and these great wells 
soon supplied the demand. They were obliged 
to store the surplus in large reservoirs under 
ground, and crude oil was very cheap. The 
first combine was formed to pool the sale of 
crude oil and raise the price so that it would 
pay for pumping and storage. Different par- 
ties went into the refining business in different 
towns, and as refining in that early day was 
not: understood as it is now, the profits were 
not as gatisfactory. Another pool was formed 
to keep up the price of refined oil. All re- 
fineries were closed down and large plants were 
built at the wells, and a general pool or com- 
bine was formed. Then the next move was to 
make a complete thing of it by controlling all 
oil territory and raw materials (which is the 
aim of all combines), 

Now, if Mr. Jones thinks he can establish 
the idea that these pools were all formed for 
the purpose of producing cheaper oil, he might 
as well go one better and back up Hanna's 
statement and say there are no trusts or com- 
bines. To tell us that oil is cheap cuts no 
figure whatever. Water is cheap, but if the 
government could be induced to help some 
low scoundrel to introduce some scheme to 
make the people pay him 1 ‘cent per gallon 
for all the water used in the country, he would 
soon be able to contro] every dollar of money 
in the country. The crude oil is just as much 
the property of the people as the water they 
drink, and the government should never allow 
it to be controlled by any. single individual. 
If Mr. Jones has an idea that he can make 
people believe that a keen competition in bus- 
iness will not be more Nkely to develop better 
methods for cheapening products than an ab- 
solute control of all the whole situation by a 
single individual would do, he has a poor idea 
of the intelligence of the people. 

He tells us about the sugar trust, but for- 
gets that two very wealthy companies have 
been fighting over sugar and kept the price 
where it is. He also tells us of the great rail- 
ways, but forgets that while the railways pool 
their rates, they have never pooled either time 
or equipment, but have been in the liveliest 
kind of competition in speed and accommoda- 
tion. In the case of the Standard Of] Com- 
pany he would tell us that absolute individual 
imperial control brings the best results, and 
in the case of the sugar fight and the railway 
mix up that the bitterest competition brings 
the best results, 

These are like the arguments at the last elec- 
tion. We were told that to make money 
plenty and times good we must destroy one- 
half of the money. We were told that it was 
absolutely necessary to have a gold standard 
in order to do business with England, as she 
would object to taking silver for her goods, 
and we were again told that we must have a 
high tariff to prevent. English goods from com- 
ing into the country, buf it seems that any kind 
of foolish nonsense is good enough so long 
as there is a large ‘‘barrel’’ at the back of it. 

There is another point which perhaps Mr. 
Jones has never thought of, or if he has, he 
never wants to again—that is that all money 
going into the hands of very rich men is com- 
paratively dead capital, so far as the general 
public is eoncerned, and might nearly as well 
go to the bottom of the ocean. The cheapest 
goods are not always the best for the general 
welfare, when they fall In quality, or when 
the laborer is robbed of.wages to lower the 
price. All the money paid for labor is imme- 
diately expended for the necessaries of life. It 
goes from laborer to retailer, then to whole- 
saler, then to manufacturer, then to laborer, 
and this round ts kept up continually, but if it 
goes into the hands of the millionaire it goes 
to the bank, and waits for an opportunity for 
investment at a large rate of interest, or, per- 
haps, to be expended in a foreign country. 

These trusts and combines are throwing hun- 
dreds of poor laboring men upon the labor 
market every day, and hundreds of thousands 
of poor men are being imported from foreign 
countries every month to swell the number, 
and enable the combines to control the price 
of labor as well as products, What are we to 
think of a man, a professed follower of the 
meek and lowly Nazarene, who, for a few cents 
on a few gallons of oll, and a few cheap rides, 
will lend his influence and become a partner 
in a scheme to crush to earth seven-tenths of 
the people of this commonwealth, and drain 
the very life blood of the nation? If Mr. Jones 
has an idea such men will be guided by the 
sentiments of the people, he had better remem- 
ber that some of this sort of men have ex- 
pressed their willingness to let ‘‘the people 
be d—d,"" and that others have decided that 
this country is not fit for a gentleman to live 
in, and no doubt the most of them simply 
want the people’s money, and let the people 
please themselves about being ‘‘d—d.”"

REPUBLICAN OPINION 
OF THE LATE REUNION 


Chicago ‘Times-Herald: Filaborate ac- 
counts of the campfire of the blue and 
the gray, which appear in the Atlanta 
papers, indicate that the meeting was 
one of the most affecting public gather- 
ings that have ever been held in the 
country, and one that. is likely to be 
productive of the most beneficial results. 
The southerners have succeeded in rec- 
onciling their past conduct with their 
present devotion to the flag in such a 
way that it is the simplest thing in the 
world to avoid irritating them with the 
old controversies. Every northern sol- 
dier may admit ungrudgingly that they 
fought well, that they threw themselves 
into their lost cause with a sincerity as 
pure as his own. It is on the latter point 
that they are most sensitive, and with 
justice, for in insisting that we were ab- 
solutely right we sometimes intimate 
that we had a monopoly of all right feel- 
ing when we, as well as they, were mold- 
ed by our inherited traditions and our 
environment. It is fot a matter, there- 
fore, for individual boasting that the 
north triumphed and that the prophetic 
language of Webster, ‘‘union and liberty, 
now and forever, one and inseparable,”’ 
has become the great guiding principle 
of the republic. It is matter for congrat- 
ulation rather that the south now admits 
the principle, and if it still insists that 
it was technically right on the old con- 
stitutional questions, why, let that go 
for a friendly historical argument which 
can harm no one. There were certainly 
doubts enough on the subject to confuse 
the fathers themselves after they had 
founded the government, and it will 
probably be debated by writers on the 
constitution for years to come. 

The proper spirit for this day and gen- 
eration is that which was evinced by 
Robert F. Maddox, who welcomed the 
united veterans on behalf of the invita- 
tion committee. He said that while the 
southerners had learned to reverence and 
decorate the graves of the confederate 
dead, not a single seed of malice against 
those who fought on the other side had 
been planted in their hearts, and they 
believed that ‘‘the hope of the south and 
the future prosperity of our country 
rested upon the. speedy restoration of 
good government and the obliteration of 
old sectional lines.’’ Then he added that 
the expectation had been realized, and 
that it was beautiful to see those veter- 
ans of the blue and the gray come to- 
gether with brotherly greetings and 
swear “eternal allegiance to the grand- 
est union on the globe.”’ Finally every 
American can respond with a full heart 
to the invocation: 

“When that day shall come, and may 
it be deferred a long time, when you 
shall all be mustered out on earth only 
to be enrolled above, may this great re- 
public still go marching down the ages, 
as it has in the past, accumulating pow- 
er and splendor with each succeeding 
‘century.”’ 

That is the thought for the present 
and the future, while no possible good 
is served by angry recriminations over 
the past. '

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UNCLE REMUS AND WHAT 
HE SAW IN NEW ENGLAND 


When fhe late Henry W. Grady was ed- 

itor of The Constitution he was always 
reaching out for new and attractive feat- 
ures. 
- The idea occurred to him that it would 
be a popular hit to send Joel Chandler 
Harris, better known as Uncle Remus, to 
New England to write a series of arti- 
cles about that region. 


At that time, some fifteen years ago, Mr. 
Grady had never visited New England, 
and Uncle Remus had never traveled 
eastward beyond New York. These two 
bright journalists knew that the peculiar- 
ities of yankee life and character had 
been greatly exaggerated, but, like the 
‘majority of southerners, they were under 
the impression that the natives of the 
northeastern corner of the union were 
a very queer set of people, m their ideas, 
customs, appearances and mode of life. 

Uncle Remus had made an internationai 
reputation with his first folk lore book. 
His New England articles, after their 
publication in The Constitution, could be 
published in a volume with suitable illus- 
trations, and it could not fail to win fa- 
vor and sell rapidly. The Georgia humor- 
ist was a close observer, a student of hu- 
man nature, with a keen sense of the ri- 
diculous, and gifted with wonderful pow- 
ers as a descriptive writer. His pen pic- 
tures of New England life would set the 
whole English-speaking world in a roar. 


Editor Grady had read various books 
in which the typical down-easter is ex- 
travagantly burlesqued and caricatured, 
and they had filled his mind with some 
very erroneous ideas, though he was one 
of the fairast and most liberal men of his 
day, and the earnest opponent of all forms 
of sectionalism. Uncle Remus was on the 
same line. He received the proposition 
of his chief with enthusiasm, and began 
at once to make preparations for his trip. 

It was agreed that the tourist should 
spend about two mgnths in the small 
towns and rural districts of Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Vermont, avoiding 
the large cities as much as possible. 

“Keep your eyes and ears open,” said 
Mr. Grady, “and note the oddities of 
those pean’ in manners, dress, pronuncia- 
tion. Gialect and such matters. Tell your 
readers about their small economies, their 
close ways, their scrimpy fare, their 
amusements, their institutions and their 
isms. Give your natural humor full play, 
but try fiot to s€riously offend anybody.” 


After receiving these instructions one 
blazing day in June Uncle Remus shook 
his head rather doubtfully. He did not 
give expression to the thoughts passing 
through his mind, for he had barely time 
to catch his train, 

For two months this literary pilgrim 
frequented the highways and byways of 
New England, visiting many interesting 
localities far away from the popular lines 
of travel. During all this time he did not 
send his paper a single article or letter. 

“I understand it,’”’ said Mr. Grady. ‘“‘He 
will wait until he returns, and then do 
the work when he is in the mood. He 
does not feel like writing when he is on 
the wing.’’ 


Sometime in August the rover returned, 
and resumed hfs chair at his editorial 
desk. He had many interesting and en- 
tertaining incidents to relate, and many 
£00d stories to tell, but he said nothing 
about the promised series of articles. 

Several weeks rolled by and Mr. Grady 
began to look very thoughtful when he 
outlined the contents of a Sunday issue 
of his paper. 

‘“Joe,”” he said softly, one morning, when 
Uncle Remus came in, “when will you 
turn in the New England articles?’ 

ite I really can’t say,” was the re- 
ply. 

“How far have you progressed?’ 

“I have written six articles,’’ answered 
the other, “but they simply skirmish 
around on the outskirts of the subject 
and I can’t let them be used until they 
are all finished. I may change the entire 
plan and rewrite several articles.’ 


The managing editor yielded, but a 
month later he mentioned the matter 
again. 

“Joe, old fellow,” he said, “have you 
finished those articles?’ 

“No. I have written only six,” was the 
answer. 

Occasional inquiries during the next few 
months were made with the same result. 

“Have you given up the idea?’ asked 
& newspaper man one evening when the 
subject was touched upon. 

“I think so,’’ replied Uncle Remus. 
“You see the people down here don’t 
know those New Englanders. I lived 
among them two months, and I found 
that they are not. at all like the odd 
creatures who are described by the hu- 
morists who used to poke fun at them 
a generation ago. 


“I don’t know anything about the old- 
time yankees before the war, but I know 
that the New Englanders of today are 
just like the same classes of our own 
people. They live well, dress stylishly, 
spend their money freely, support their 
institutions liberally and’ they look and 
talk just as our neighbors do here in 
Georgia. 

“In Boston I spent some time with Mr. 
H. O: Houghton, the publisher. Put him 
in Atlanta at the head of a large estab- 
lishment and nobody would suspect that 
he came from Massachusetts. He would 
pass for a typical Georgian. The same is 
true of hundreds of men down east with 
whom I came in contact. 


“And it is the same way out in the 
country distric The average New Eng- 
land farmer is“very much like his cousin 
in Georgia, and when I say ‘cousin’ I use 
the word in its literal sense. During the 
three-quarters of a century precéding our 
civil war New England sent thousands of 
settlers to Georgia, and in the two sec- 
tions it is easy to find members of the 
same families who very often have never 
seen or heard of one another. They are 
so much like our people that I do not 
feel disposed to write the articles re- 
quested by Mr. Grady, and I am glad to 
say that he now takes my view of the 
matter.”’ 

“Then, why not change your plan, and 
picture the New Englanders as you saw 
them?” suggested the other journalist. 

“That would disappoint my southern 
readers,” replied Uncle Remus, “and they 
would not understand me or be in sym- 
pathy with me. On the other hand, if 
I ridicule and caricature those people 
who treated me so hospitably, I would 
have to distort and misgppresent the facts 
of the case. You will see, therefore, that 
it is better to let the thing alone.” 


Uncle Remus paused a moment and 
looked thoughtfully at a picture of an old- 
fashioned darky hanging on the wall.

IN THE PUBLIC EYE, 


General Alexei Nicolaievitch 
kin, who, it is said, wilb be sent to China 
as the commander in chief of the Rus- 
sian forces, is the Russian minister of 
war, and is probably the most trusted, 
most powerful and most faithful servant 
of the czar. Long ago, wh fi Kuropatkin 
was a young man, he was sent into 
Turkestan with the Russian advance 
and spent his youth in high adventure 
and in winning for himseif honors, dec. 
orations and promotion. When he had 
served his apprenticeship in the marches 
and bivouacs of the east, he rety 
to Europe and resumed his studies in the 
schools. At Paris he won the 
of Honor, and was the first Russian Offi 
cer to do so. This was in 1874. The fol. 
lowing year he went to Kokand, fought 
in the Pamirs—the “roof of the world” 
—and in the country of Kublai Khan 
He rode 2,500 miles on horseback, came 
back, wrote a book and won the 
medal of the Geographical Society. He 
entered the war with Turkey as a lieu. 
tenant and emerged from it a colonel, 
“For God, the czar and country” Was 
the motive of all his deeds, and

with the tax digest of thirty counties 
geturned to the comptroller general, there 
is already @ net gain of property values 
for 1900 over 1899 of $2,600,000, with the pros- 
pect of @ gain of at least ten millions 
qhen the last of the 137 counties has been 
heard from. The significance of this re- 
markable increase in the value of proper- 
ty is that the tax rate for the year is cer- 
tain to be considerably lower than last 
year. Comptroller General Wright, who 
with the governor and the treasurer fixes 
the rate of taxation each fall, is au- 
thority for the statement that a marked 
‘reduction in the rate will be made prob- 
able by a large increase in property re- 


turns. 

None of the counties in which large 
cities are located have made their return 
so far, but as to many of them there is 
an assurance that the increase will be 
proportionate with the increase in smaller 
counties. 

The counties of wiregrass Georgia have 
up to date come forward with the larg- 
est gains over last year. An increase of 
$616,714 from Tattnall, which was received 
‘yesterday, indicates an unusual business 
“prosperity in that section. It is the larg- 
est gain ever recorded for one year in 
-Tattnall’s history. In Ware, Marion, 
Montgomery, Clinch and Emanuel the 
property increase has been large and this 
‘4s accounted for in the rapid rise of the 


- price of naval stores and lumber. 


' Of the thirty counties received, only 
four of them, Douglas, Oconee, Pike and: 
White, have shown any decrease; the 
total falling off in these counties amount- 
ing to $133,361. 

A very large gain is expected from Ful- 
ton on account of the building enterprises 
w ave teen pushed forward for the 
last year. In 1899 Fulton’s return went 
off considerably and a repetition of this 
decrease is regarded by officials as hardly 
possibile.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE CON 


VENTION IS WELL 


UNDER WAY WITH LARGE ATTENDANCE 


The second day’s session of the great 
conference of the southern Epworth 
Leaguers at Exposition park was marked 
by enthusiasm ang substantial progress 
in the special work of the organization. 
Some strong addresses were made by able 
divines, notably that of Bishop Candler, 
in the evening, and the discussions were 
exceptionally intelligent and helpful along 
the lines of Epworth endeavor. The mis- 
sionary exhibit is a much enjoyed feature, 
and the morning and afternoon talks by 
missionaries during mission hour throw 
much light on conditions in heathendom 
The attendance at the Epworth confer- 
ence in the big auditorium is increasing 
steadily. Several hundred more delegates 
are expected today.

nounced that Dr. Hoss, editor of The 
Christian Advocate, had been providential- 
ly prevented from filling his part on the 
programme, and that Bishop Warren A. 
Candler would address the conrerence, in 
his stead, on “The Church in the Twen- 
tieth Century.” 

Bishop Candler’s address was the fea- 
ture of the day. The speaker took an 
optimistic view in his eloquent forecast 
of Christianity’s place in the new century. 
He said the church would continue to ex- 
pand along old lines, rejecting all heter- 
odox innovations, \Great supernatural 
revivals would contihue to be provided by 
God to further his spiritua) kingdom 
among men. The twentieth century 
church would continue to stand upon the 
creed that had proven the rock of ages. 
The “higher critics” would not be able 
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to confound its faith. Bishop Candler 
was very severe on “progressive theolo- 
gy,’ which he termed “polyglot jdiocy.”’ 
Ritualism would pass, he said, along with 
such: anachronisms as apostolic succes- 
The age would not continue to 
tolerate absurdity and superstition. Mys- 
ticism in religion was dead. He declared 
that the union of sects was a dream, 
and that fraternity, not union, was the 
desideratum, He said liberality and broad 
charity would increase, and churchism or- 
ganized around prejudice, give way to 
practical, literal, enthusiastic Christiani- 
ty. The church, with renewed strength, 
would go forth and accomplish its divine 
mission—universa] salvation. The twen- 
tieth century, or the twenty-first, at least, 
would see the whole world brought to 
Christ, He sounded a warning against 
egoism and declared that avarice wag the 
greatest cloud that was darkening the 
religious heavens, 


The Morning Session. 


At the morning session of the conference 
yesterday it developed that some of the 
leaguers were of the opinion that too 
little attention had been given to plans 
for the prosecution of the work of the 
league, A number of interesting discuss- 
jons were had on this point, everyone in 
attendance being invited to speak for a 
few minutes. Not a few took advantage 
of this opportunity to give their views, 
ang taken altogether the session resolved 
itself into an experience meeting. 

The proceedings began on time, Secre- 
tary H. M, DuBose announcing that every 
fex™ure of the conference programme had 
been arranged to occur at certain hours 
and that these arrangements would bé 
carried out to the minute, Singing by 
the choir, in which the audience joined 
and was led by Professor W, A. Hemphill, 
of Texas, consumed several minutes. 

The devotional exercises, which followed 
were conducted hy W. F. Dickenson, D.D., 
of Alabama. | Rev. H. Walter Feather- 
stun, D.D., of Mississippi, acted as chair- 
man of the session. Before the first ad- 
dress was Gelivered, Secretary DuBose 
read a request, which had been sent to 
the speaker’s platform, to the effect that 
the ladies present be asked to take off 
their hats, Nearly all the ladies immedi- 


ately complied. : 

Rev. W, L. Nelms, D.D., of Texas, was 
the first speaker of the day. His subject, 
which was in regard to holiday confer- 
ences, was “How Many and How Often; 
or, Their Number and Scope.” 

He said among other things, that the 
consideration and discussion of plans 
were all very well, but to be effective, 
plans should be carried out thoroughly. 
Intelligent interest in the work, he de- 
clared, was absolutely necessary. Refer- 
ring to a remark concerning the “solid 
block” of Georgia, made by Bishop Cand- 
ler on the previous evening, Dr. Nelms 
stated that his state had fully 46,000 Ep- 
worth Leaguers to Georgia’s twenty or 
more thousand. 

“The ‘solid block’ of Methodism in 
Georgia,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘needs leav- 
ening and some of us have come 1,500 
miles to bring a cake of yeast.” This 
expression met with applause. 

He went on to say that the most im- 
portant person in connection with the 
league work was the minister and that 
the most important work was that of the 
district conference. Enthusiasm was well 
enough in its place, said he, but intelll- 
ligent interest was more desirable than 
enthusiasm. 

When he resumed his seat it was an- 
nounced by Chairman Featherstun that 
forty minutes would be devoted to hearing 
leaguers discuss the subject of the ad- 
dress. Quite a number responded and 
interesting brief talks served to hold the 
attention of the conference until the next 
regular speaker was announced. 

Among those’ who took part in the gen- 
eral discussions was Dr, Simmons, of Cal- 
ifornia, whose appearance elicited much 
—— _ He was invited to speak trom 
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the young leaguers be educated up to the 
work that was to be intrusted to them, 
Dr. Beauchamp Speaks. 

“Uniformity of Plans in State, Annual 
and District Conferences,’’ was the sub- 
ject of the address delivered by Rev. W. 
B, Beauchamp, of Virginia. Dr. Beau- 
champ is youthful in appearance, and 
a forceful and eloquent speaker. 

He spoke in favor of a definite plan and 
said &t did not matter so much that it 
should be a -uniform plan, as that it 
should have something in view toward 
which to work. He declared there was 
danger ina uniform plan, for said he, too 
much uniformity frequently resulted in 
lifeless work. The speaker favored a

Rev. Edward Thomson, of Atlanta, was 
the last speaker during the morning ses- 
sion, He spoke on the subject of ‘‘Wes- 
ley as a-Leader; A Study in League Or- 
ganization,’’ and handled it in such an 
excellent manner that when his time had 
expired a motion wag made and unani- 
mously carried that he be permitted to 
read the entire address. 

The session was brought to a close by 
the reading of a letter from a church 
worker at Matanzas, Cuba, asking for as- 
sistance in caring for a number of mis- 
sion children, Several appropriate songs 
completed the session, 

Afternoon Session. 

At 2:30 o’clock the afternoon session 
opened with a missionary exhibit con- 
ducted by P. LL. Cobb, of Nashviile, 
Tenn., secretary of Epworth League mis- 
sionary work. Mr. Cobb gave an interest- 
ing explanation of many of the charts,. 
pictures and curios displayed in the room, 
and introduced Miss Emma Gary, of 
Elberton, Ga.,. who has been engaged in 
mission work in the Chinese field for sev- 
en years. Miss Gary has been home on 
a vacation for a year. Her address was 
largely confined to a description of the 
barbarous custom of foot-binding. She 
displayed several of the diminutive shoes 
worn by Chinese women, together with 
a plaster cast of the sadly deformed 
foot which is crowded into them, and ex- 
plained the method of arresting growth, 
which is attended by two years of in- 
tense suffering, after which the foot is 
withered and virtually dead, She express- 
ed the belief that the present revolt 
against Christian civilization in the ce- 
lestial kingdom, while temporarily check- 
ing the spread of the gospel there, would 
be followed by a spiritual “‘open door.” 

Major B. W. Halford, United States 
army, acted as chairman of the after- 
noon session, and Rev. G. T. Harmon, 
of South Carolina, conducted the devo- 
tional exercises. 

Dr. H. M. DuBose, of Nashville, Tenn., 
made an interesting talk about the scope 
of the conference work in connection 
with some announcements, 

One of the brightest speeches of the 
day was-made by Miss Jennie Armstrong, 
of Atlanta, than whom the Epworth 
League has not @ more intelligent and 
effective worker. Migs Armstrong gave 
the results of her largé experience as an 
organizer and promoter of the league, 
and her suggestions were most practicaj 
and helpful. 

Rev. A. F. Watkins, D.D., of Mississip- 
pi, delivered an enthusiastic and able ad- 
dress in introduction of the general topic 
of the session, ‘“‘The League Conferences 
—Work.” The title of Dr. Watkins's ad- 
dress was “The Range and Limitations 
of League Work.” In the Epworth move- 
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place in Methodism; it is past the proba- 
tionary stage,’’ said he. Dr. Watkins be- 
lieved in preserving the young people’s 


character of the league and not allowing 
the older element in the church to con- 


trol it. No one, he thought, who was not 
young in spirit and ideas, should be ad- 
mitted to membership. He deprecated the 
tendency sometimes shown by the older 
people to monopolize Epworth meetings 
and make them too much of the conven. 
tional devotional character. The league 
filled its own place in church work, he 


' said, and was in the most helpful sense 


an auxiliary and not a supplanter. It 
reached a class and occupied a field that 
the church proper was neglecting or 
could not interest. He spoke in warm 
prafse of what the league was destined 
to accomplish in home and foreign mis- 
sions. and said a great part of its prov- 
ince in the local community was to give 
Christianity a human interest and enter 
the field of sociology with an eltruistic 
and beneficent influence, 

Rev. J. J. Ransom, D.D.. of Tennessee, 
spoke briefly buf instructivély on ‘‘Meth- 
ods of Work.” He explained the more im. 
portant departments of the league’s work 
and showed how the greatest degree of 
perfection was to be attained in ser- 
vice for Christ alang Epworth lines, 

Dr. Ransom related some very humor- 
ous anecdotes by way of illustration, and 
told what Methodism had done and 
meant to do. His remarks were much ap- 
preciated. 

Dr. Simmons, of California, delivered a 
speech that was essentially funny in 
urging the southern leaguers to attend 
the fifth international conference of the 
organization to be held in San Francisco 
next July. Dr. Simmons possesses 4 
striking personality and is one of the 
pioneers of the golden coast, having em- 
igrated to’ California shortly after the 
historic days of ‘‘forty-nine,’’ As a story 
teller. he is inimitable and kept the great 
audience in a roar of laughter while he 
related his early experiences on the Pa- 
cific slope. He was one of the first visi- 
tors to the famed Yosemite valley after 
its discovery, and gave an interesting 
description of that scenic wonder, Dr. 
Simmons told all about the great red- 
wood fees. the fruits and flowers ana 
Climatic g*teries of California, and the 
leaguers were sO pleased with what he 
said that his time was several times ex- 
tended amid cries of ‘go on.” Dr. Sim- 
mons was one of the first organizers of 
the Epworth League in his state, ana 
he is in charge of a California conference 
information bureau at the auditorium. 
He is a great boomer Of his section. 
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The large audience that braved the bad 
weather last night was an excellent evf 
dence of the popularity of the stock com- 
pany. The weather was threatening 
enough to keep away the average first-

“Arabian Nights” is a clever little three 
act comedy, full to overflowing with 
clean. wholesome humor.

WERE EXHAUSTIVELY QUESTIONED 


Citizens’ Committee To Meet Again 
. Tonight and Continue Its Work. 
Council Committee To Meet 
This Morning To Hear 
Witnesses, 


The committee of ten citizens appointed 
to prosecute an inquiry into the cause of 
the recent™breakdown in the waterworks 
System held a long executive session in 
the mayor’s office last night. 

They had before them as witnesses Colo- 
nel George W. Harrison, president of the 
water board; Judge George Hillyer and 
Superintendent Park Woodward, of the 
waterworks department. 

waat line of inquiry was pursued and 
what facts were elicited from these wit- 
nesses was not given out for publication. 

It is known, however, that the water- 
works system was gone into thoroughly, 
and the witnesses were exhaustively ques- 
tioned concerning all the details of the 
department with which they were famil- 
lar. Judging from what leaked out the 
committee is making an earnest and un- 
biased attempt to ascertain the facts in 
the case, and in an unprejudiced way to 
serve the city's interests. 

The members of the committee gathered 
early in the mayor’s office and indulged in 
an informal discussion of the waterworks 
question. There were present besides the 
members of the committee and the three 
witnesses heard, City Engineer Clayton 
and Joseph Rapp, foreman of the water- 
works machine shops. The two latter had 
been asked to appear before the committee, 
but on account of the length of time con- 
sumed in hearing the first three witnesses, 
their testimony could not be heard. They 
may be called upon to testify tonight, 
when the committee meets again. 

When Chairman Cabaniss called the 
meeting to order at 6:30 o’clock, W. P. Hill 
and Hugh T. Inman were the only mem- 
bers not presént. Both of them came in 
shortly after the executive session began. 


Committee Begins Work. 


The committee had been furnished, at its 
request, with the original contract with 
the Holly Manufacturing Company for 
the two engines at the reservoir station, 
the recommendations made by Superin- 
tendent Woodward to the water board, 
and by the water board to the general 
council, a file of the monthly reports of 
Superintendent Woodward, a comparative 
statement showing the apportionments 
asked for and received from the genera] 
council, by the water board, and some 
data concerning previous breakdowns of 
the engines. 

As soon as the committee was called 
to order, Hoke Smith moved that it go 
into executive session, and the room was 
cleared. 

After an interval of ten minutes George 
W. Harrison was called into the room 
where the committee was sitting, and put 
on the stand. He was there for about an 
hour. When he came out he said that the 
committee seemed anxious to get at the 
truth. He said that he had been pledged 
not to give out anything for publication. 

Judge Hillyer was the next witness 
called. He was kept on the stand until 
11 o'clock, and then Superintendent Wood. 
ward was asked to testify. 

The committee adjourned at 11:30 o’clock 
to meet again this evening at 8:30 o'clock 
in the mayor’s office. They appeared 
highly pleased at the readiness shown by 
the various witnesses to answer fully and 
freely all the questions asked them. 

Council Committee Works. 

The special committee of council ap- 
pointed to investigate the waterworks 
met for the first time yesterday morn- 
ing. The committee ‘was appointed on 
July 16th. Chairman Minhinnett, of the 
waterworks committee of the council, is 
also chairman of the special committee, 
The two committees are working jointly,

This Is Said To Insure His Nomina- 
tion for Congress. 


IT IS THE PIVOTAL COUNTY 


Talladega and Calhoun Are Consid- 
'  @red Sure for Him. 


RACE CONFERENCE AT MONTGOMERY 


Majority of Negroes Say Their Race 
Should Move to Africa—Gen- 
oe . eral Alabama News. 


’ Anniston, Ala., July 26.—(Special.)—The 
nomination of S. J. Bowie as the demo- 
cratic candidate for congress in this dis- 
trict has been assured by the action of 
Shelby, the pivotal county of the dis- 
trict, today. Bowie has carried Shelby 
by a safe majority. Montevallo, with 9 
votes, Helena 6, Shelby 9, Columbiana 9, 
and Vincent 5, have all instructed for 
Bowie and he has three out of six dele- 
gates at Wilsonville. The fight “@:s been 
made in Shelby and its action practically 
settles the contest. as Bowie will carry 
Talladega and Calhoun counties without 
doubt. 

Later returns from eight beats in 
Shelby county democratic congressional 
beat meetings give Bowie forty-three 
delegates out of a possible sixty-five in 
the county convention. Shelby county 
has been the fighting ground of the cam- 
paign and its action makes doubly sure 
Calhoun for Bowie and with it the nomi- 
nation. 

The Race Conference. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 26.—(Special.)— 
The race conference had a better attend- 
ance today than it has had before and 
some life was thrown into it by the seve- 
ral speakers, who gave their views on the 
negro problem. The subject which was 
chosen for the conference's discussion was 
“Confidence and Conference of the Ne- 
gro.”’ The views exvressed were as varied 
as the speakers, none of them agreeing 
with each other, except that in the main 
the opinion prevaiied that the negro 
should move to Africa, and get to a coun- 
try where he wuld not be oppressed. Two 
of the speakers threw a good deal of feel- 
ing into their speeches, and pictured the 
negro as thriving to rise with every man’s 
hand against him, and the hopes of thirty 
years ago that he was to take his place 
among men were still unfulfilled, ard the 
hope for the future was but an idle dream. 

Rev. J. H. Weedon, of Bibb county, 
wanted the negro to go where he could be- 
come legislator, governor or any other 
office to which he might aspire. and be a 
man among men and respected of-all men.

Professor Charles Stewart took issue with 
his bretheren and contended that the 
negro was better treated .n America than 
anywhere else in the world, and that 
his history was brighter there than any- 
where else, and had held more positions 
of honor and trust. He said the negro 
was not sought after not because of his 
cclor. but because he had nothing. Let 
him accumulate something and he would 
at once be sought after. 

A permanent organization was perfected 
and W. H. Nixon, of this city. was made 
president; J. Vance Lewis, New Orleans, 


vice president, and J. W. Giles, secretary. 


J. C. Leftwich delivered the welcome ad- 
dress, The conference, and its members, 
he said, were welcome to the city for 
the good they expected to do. He touched 
briefly upon the negro in politics, and dis- 
approved of any effort on their part to 
rule. It was a white man’s country and 
the white man would rule it. 

The chief address af the evening was de- 
livered by Rev. A. U. McEwen, of Mobile. 
He pleaded for ‘‘fair playin the race for 
life.’’ The welfare of the two races, he 
declared, laid, together. Their prosperity 
could not be separated. The negro and 
the white would always be found thus. 
Politics wasa source of trouble between 
races. As for him, he intendéd to vote for 
a democrat if he could. The negro could 
do better ‘in this country than in any 
other on the globe. He would up his ad- 
dress with some good solid advice. 

Bishop L, H. Holsey, of Atlanta, took a 
different view. The negro’s hope, he said, 
was in amalgamation with a stronger 
race. The negro had to advance. He also 
approved the plan for setting aside a sep- 
arate state for negroes, to which the bet- 
ter class should go, and the others should 
remain here and work. ‘Then negroes 
could get rights that were denied them 
here. He could vote and sit on juries. 


Their Pensions Increased. 

Montgomery, Ala.,July 26.—(Special.)—It 
will be gratifying news to the old con- 
federate soldiers of this state who have 
applied for the benefit of the appro- 
priation made by the state for this pur- 
pose that the pension examiners have 
completed their work and have made 
formal report to the auditor. From 
this report it is certain that each appli- 
cant will receive from the pension fund 
about $20, which is about $8 more than 
last year. There were 3,100 applicants 
and 2,246 were approved and 846 rejected. 
The board of examiners complain that 
many of the probate judges or county 
boards have failed to comply with sec- 
tion 8 of the pension law, and in such 
cases the application has been returned 
to the county board and not counted in 
the list of approved claims. This, in the 
opinion of the examining board, does not 
prohibit the person from making a new 
application with proper witnesses. There 
were applicants from every one of the 
counties in the state and a detailed list 
of their findings has been left with the 
auditor. The state board of pensions 
consists of Colonel J. H. Thompson, 
president; E. J. Oden and J. R. Hamm, 
M.D. 


POSSE IS PURSUING COOPER. 


Commits One Crime While Hiding 


Out for Another One. 

Union Springs, Ala., July 26.—(Special.) 
Isaiah Cooper, a negro charged with at- 
tempt to murder, while hiding from offi- 
cers assaulted a smail negro girl, Ella 
Cargill, on J. D. Moore‘s place, setren 
miles north of this place, early this 
morning, and then stood off a crowd of 
negroes with a winchester while he made 
his escape. The sheriff and a posse of 
Bullock county citizens are in pursuit.

Birmingham, Ala., July 26.—(Special.)— 
Attorneys Lane and White, of this city, 
have been retained to file a petition for

Organization of a Liberian Society 
at Birmingham. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 26.—(Special.)— 
The Liberian Colonization Soctety has 
been formed here with Lee Cowart as 
president and D. J. Flummer as general 
manager. The company proposes to op- 
erate on the same lines as the Interna- 
tional Migration Society did a few years 
ago. This plan is to have negroes who 
desire to return to Africa become merm- 
bers of the society and pay in periodical 
subscriptions, and when a sufficient num- 
ber of these subscriptions have matured 
a ship will be chartered and a cargo of 
blacks sent to Liberia. Several ship- 
loads of negroes went to Africa from 
Savannah during the existence of the 
International Migration Society.

Along with the story of the desertion of 
the corpse is another which; throws a 
mystery over the Hfe of the woman who 
appeared so utterly friendiess in deatb. 

The first discovery of a sanitary inspec- 
tor, the trip of the police in the dark, and 
while 'a heavy rainstorm was pouring 
down, the frightened ladies huddled on 
the porch, and their weird account of thé 
lonely and deserted body all made a story 
which did not lack in strange and thrill- 


ing details. 

The woman whose dead body had to be 
taken care of by the police authorities 
was known as Mrs. Ellen Guess, but 
from circumstances jn her life which her 
neighbors had learned, she may have been 
in reality Mrs. ZK. N, Huntington, with a 
husband living da FPlerida. 

Mrs. Guess resided all alone in a small, 
but comfortable cottage at No 2 
D’Alvigny street; 5 

Last night abeut-7 o’¢lock Sanitary In- 
spector Walton wags informed that there 
was a dead body of a white woman at 
No..2 D’Alvigny street which ought to be 
looked after. The ingpector telephoned to 
the police barracks, and Call Officer 
Garner was sent on the call. 

Through, Dark and Rain. 

At the corner of*Marietta street and 
North avenue the two officers met and 
started off in the dark, with a rain pour- 
ing down upon the Across the railroad 
and toward D’Alvigny street they stum- 
bled and slipped in the wet clay and mud. 

When the house was reached the rain 
was blinding. On the porch were three 
or four frightened ladies with two little 
boys. They were near neighbors who had 
remained at the huowtse until the police 
arrived. 

The ladies explained the situation. They 
said the woman in the house had died in 
the afternoon, and a sister was suid to 
have been there at the time, but left and 
did not return. 

‘‘We could not bear to see a dead woman 
remain here agli night alone,’’ said one of 
the elderly ladies, ‘‘and so we mustered 
up courage to stay here with these little 
boys until assistance came,” 

Fhe body was on a bed, and was cov- 
ered with a white sheet. The woman 
seemed to be about thirty years of age. 

The furniture in the house was all new, 
and of a fine quality. There. were pic- 
tures and books and other evidences of 
refinement abeut the place. 

It was stated that the sister of the dead 
woman had gone off about dark, suying 
she had to cook supper, and would try te 
return later. 

Her father, whose name is Whittington, 
resides near Griffin. She is said to have a 
brother. residing in Atlanta, whose name 
was given as Chariey Whittington. 

The Dead Was Deserted. 

But neither brother nor sister nor other 
kith. or kin was there last night to pay 
respect to the dead by a last solemn vigil 
through the night watcn. 

The officers decided to notify the city 
warden. The iadies said they could not 
remain longer. Officer Walton remained 
at the house, while Officer Garner went 
off and telephoned Warden Hunter. 

The warden made arrangements to re- 
move the bcdy to the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Meyer & Co. Before this was 
done, however, the feasibility of locking 
and nailing up the house and leaving the 
body alone was discussed, 

“In all the experience of the Atlanta 
police,” remarked Officer Garner iast 
night, “nothing like this has ever before 
oacurred. We have néver found a white 
person left alone in death without a 
watch and without a mourner,’’

SHOULD CLEAN SIDEWALKS. 


Chief of Sanitary Department Says 
Some Citizens Are Violating 
the City Code. 

Chief J. T. Lowry, of the sanitary de- 
partment, complains that citizens do not 
comply with section 1023 of the city code. 
This section states that “‘It shall be tle 
duty of all occupants of improved prop- 
erty and owners of vacant property in 
front of which the sidewalks have been 
paved, to keep such sidewalks clean, and 
to do such sweeping and scraping as may 
be necessary to remove grass, clay, dirt 
and trash therefrom, and to render the 
same passable, comfortable and sightly.’’ 
On July ist of every year each property 
owner is sent a copy of this section, and 
is supposed to comply with it. If grass 
is growing next to the fence one the 
sidewalk they are expectéd to dig it up 
and make the place sightly. This does 
not mean that the grass on the sidewalk 
between the trees ts to be dug up. This 
is sown especially to beautify the side- 
walk and should be mowed and left to

New York, July 26.—Discussing the condi- 
tion of the iron and steel industries and the 
meeting in Chicago today, The Iron Age, in its 
regular weekly review, says that the gravity 
of the situation is indicated by the arrange- 
ments which have been made for the confer- 
ence of the leading steel and pig iron interests 
to be held in the offices of the Federal Steel 
Cor pany, Chicago, today.

RAILWAY EARNINGS SHOW . DECREASES 


Reported To Be Large Sellers of 
High Grade American Bonds. 


New York, July 26.—The waiting attitude of 
the stock market was emphasized todav. Both 
buyers and sellers were scarce, and the mar- 
ket was nearly stagnant, as shown by the long 
intervals during which the ticker was motion- 
less. The professional traders had a discour- 
aging task in their trades. The market was 
equally reluctant to follow the lead of the 
stocks which showed any strength or to re- 
spond to the exceptional weakness in one or 
two cases. Sugar, Tobacco and Brooklyn Tran- 
sit formed the center of a rather feeble attempt 
of the bulls to advance prices. ‘The latter 
stock was lifted at one time over 2 points. Re- 
ports were circulated that the statement of 
earnings for the fiscal year will prove better 
than expected. But the high price was very 
poorly held and, in fact, was entirely lost, 
though a slight rally saves a small net gain. 
Baltimore and Ohio was the most prominent 
sufferer from selling, and was traded in 2 
Points below yesterday. Doubt was cast upon 
the promised dividend for the half year by cur- 
rent rumors. A semi-official announcement 
given out late tn the day that a half yearly 
dividend of 2 per cent would be declared in 
August caused the recovery of less thafi half of 
the loss. Missouri Pacific was also notably 
soft on the abandonment of the recent hopes 
of a dividend. The decline in the Wabash net 
earnings for June following that of the South- 
ern railroad, reported yesterday, and arous- 
ing a apprehension of other decreases to come 
was a depressing influence. The steel stocks 
were quiet and irregular pending the confer- 
ences in Chicago, and their undertone: was 
heavy on the rather threatening attitude re- 
ported to have been assumed by the most pow- 
erful interests in the trade. The advances in 
ocean freight rates owing to the withdrawal 
of the various German steamships for the trans- 
port service to China was an unfavorable in- 
fluence indirectly upon the steel group, as the 
Scarcity of ocean freight room is hampering 
the export prospects in the pig iron trade.

At the beginning of trade in the wheat pit 
the market d=2rived firmness under the influ- 
ence of 1%d advance at Liverpool and yester- 
day’s ‘indications of foreign willingness to buy 
September opened 4%@%ec to %@%c over yes- 
terday at 75%@76c. Then considerations of a 
different kind were impressed upon the talent. 
the great American cereal at prevailing prices. 
Liverpool showed inability to hold its early ad- 
vance, the southwest sold in anticipation of 
heavy receipts and The Price Current declared 
that despite the- Pacific coast shrinkage the 
yield of wheat in this country would aggregate 
$50.000,000 bushels. This estimate was re- 
garded with a smile by some, but it was in- 
fluential with others. The outside speculation 
was lax and September with occasional spasms 
of recovery gradually sagged to 74%. At the 
bottom there was covering by shorts on talk 
of cash sales and on the receipts,:- which were 
less than last year at the primary points. Sep- 
tember rallied in active order to 75%c and 
closed firm =%ec over yesterday at 75%@75%c.

When Mr. O’Byrne returned to New 
York he put in a claim for all of his 
services, lasting nearly a year, for $24,000.

She thought ‘his ser- 
vices worth not more than $1,000. 
O’Byrne has put in a claim for the 
entire amount, and obtained an attach- 
ment against Mrs. Dempsey’s property.
